THE RUSSIAK TREATY.

This treaty, nnnexing the Russian posses-
sions in North America to the United States,
has been ratified, and we have the satisfaction
of knowing that when we do get back into the
Union, it will be a considerably larger Union
than when we left it. There appears tobe
some doubl as to the character and extent of
the advantages of which we will then be par-
takers. The most Iihersl statement of the
friends of the treaty, embrace positive coal
mines, possible gold mines, o sufficient supply
of furs, a surplus of fish, and ice enough lo
make o national ice-house, and to do away
with the necessity of a protective turiff on the
demestic manufacture of that very important
article.

Mr. Sewarp’s diplomatic life has been very
eventful, and with great difficulties he has had,
thanks to us, greal success. Although ably
supported by Mr. Apans, at London, and Mr.
DayTox, at Paris, he has owed much to fortune
and to General .Graxt; and the Trent affair,
after all, can only take its place in diplomatic
history as an ingenious extrication from a not
very pardonable blunder. But the foreign
minister who has added 880,000 square miles
to the area of the republic, has certainly some
solid ground to stand upon, and as that terri-
tory is said to contain the highest mountain in
the world, he has provided a fil pinnacle from
which the American Eagle can, when the days
of good feeling come back, <spread itself”
over the immense country ihat will then lie
peacefully beneath the shadow of its wings.
And now, as this is achieved, and especially as
the “sixty day” notes no longer need renewal,
but have been paid up in full with interest, the
venerable Simeow, of the Siate Department,
can say to Mr. Jounson: Now let thy servant
depart in the blessed hope of diplomatic im-
maortality. . T

The treaty is & wise one, and the Senate did
right to ratify it even if the territory is not as
valuable as represented. And the price is
scarcely worth considering when e reflect
that cither Mr. PEaBoDY, Mr. AsToR, or Com-
modore VAXpEREBILT could have paid it, or Mr.

The puarifa
folly of this state of mind and all who foment. it is
gimply contemptible, It is mean in the extrame
for Northern journals and publishers, who in
various ways have the cdds largely in their favor
to avail themselves of their advantages to taunt

those who are less favored and thwart their efforts

in their own behalf. It shows a lamentable want
of pluck for Southern editors to whine at Northern
altacks instead of repaying them manfully. If the
satire of Harper's Weekly 1s too keen and is some-
times extravagantly partisan and unjust, the rem-
edy lies not in denuneiation ot it but in making s
retort in kind, For every severe cartoon that New
York finds material for in the South, Charleaton
and New Orleans, if their eyes were open, could
devise two that shonld tell against New York. It
is not surprising that much of our literature in-
epires resentiment, because much of it is disgrace-
ful and libellous ; but the South will find it no
ensy matter to suppress it, and had much better
begin to make a compensating literature of its
owD.

Now there is in all this, undoubtedly, a great
deal of truth; and we can assure the Rouud
Tuble, that our ‘‘cyes are open,” and that we
can see the beam in our brother’s eye, as well
as the mote in our own. We have al divers
times in a very mild and modest way attempted
to hold the mirror up to nature in the manner
indicated in the above paragraph; and imme-
diately there was a hue nud ery, both at home
and abroad, that we were keeping up sirife,
generating bad blood, and doing mischief gen-
erally; and that a peaceful reconstruclion
could not be accomplished by any such pro-
cess. As we desired peace and harmony above
everything else, we promptly ceased our efforis
in that direction, and can only regret that our
Northern cotemporaries should not be actuated
by a like impulse, bury the hatchel, and with a
manly and a Christian spirit, give us, if nol
positive aid, at least the benefit of a neutral ac-
quicscene, and not retard {he good work by
their malevolent papers and pictorials.
